ported article*, and pay revenue, very far be- 
yond wb*t they ever did befoie. They were in 
indigence and want; DOW they obtain comfort 
and competence. Who does not see that not 
only are they vaitly better off, taxed and oppreu- 
ed as they are, but that the revenue is impioved 
by the change in their condition. Oppressively 
taxed ! No, sir; they are relieved Irom the op- 
pression and taxation ot wretched poverty, and 
what is true ot them, is true of thousands ot oth- 
ers. Thousands are lifted up to become consum- 
ers, and to pay revenue, lo add to your imports, 
to increase your commerce, who were in want 
and penury before. 
What relief would it have 


been to them to reduce duties ? They had no 
means of purchasing, even at the lowest prices. 
TJiey.c^ujdjiay^ijgjeyfifluj;, tor they had noth- 
ing to pay with. 
But, having given them em- 


ployment, you have given them real, substan- 
tial, enduring relief. These are the discrimina- 
tions, therefore, which 1 would make, not only 
foi revenue, but for the benefit of the poor; by 
rewarding, promoting, fostering their industry, 
and not by prostrating it, whereby their ability 
to pay duties is destroyed, and penury is inflict- 
ed upon them. 


The next topic which the honorable Senator 


discussed, was the bearing of the act of 1842 up- 
on the commerce of the country. 
He spoke of 


commerce as rapidly decliinng. One-half of it had 
already been destroyed, and the other half was 
destined speedily to follow. 
The honoroble 


Senator undoubtedly had reference to foreign 
commerce, and spoke very justly and very elo- 
quently of its value as a bond of harmony, a 
means of civilization and Christianity, among 
nations. I agree to all he has said upon that 
subject. But the question is, whether there is 
any danger that the commerce, which effects 
such desirable results, is to be destroyed or im- 
paired ? None, whatever, in my judgment; es- 
pecially if the act of 1842 is permitted to remain 
•unmolested. Leave it to work out all the jjood 
it 18 calculated to do, and there will h& mmcgfru. 
sion to mourn over the decay oL our foreign 
commerce. Much that I have already said in 
regard to the revenue, is also an answer to this 
portion ot the Senator's argument. But, before 
answering it further, allow me to ask, is there 
no other commerce but foreign commerce ? Does 
our internal commerce deserve no encomium as 
a bond of union and of harmony—as the pro- 
moter of civilization and religion among our- 
selves? Our foreign commerce, exports and 
imports together, amount to about two hundred 
millions annually. The value of our internal 
commerce can hardly be estimated with accura- 
cy. 
We know, however, that it employs a larg- 


er amount of shipping than does the foreign, be- 
sides the vast transports ion on the turnpikes 
and railroads, and by boats on the canals and 
rivers, not appearing in the statistics of naviga- 
tion ; allot' which are in active employment, 
from one extremity of the Union to the other.— 
Is all this of no account ? Probably the internal 
commerce of the country is not far short of one 
thousand millions, and "much of it greatly de- 
pendent on the policy of fostering our own la- 
bor,and exchanging with each other the products 
of our own industry. 


Does the Senator from South Carolina see in 


all this, nothing worthy of securing and protect- 
ing? 
He speaks ot the importance ot strength- 


ening our bonds ot amity and peace with other 
nations, by a sedulous cultivation of foreign 
commerce. 
Is it of no importance to strengthen 


tbe bonds of our Union, our domestic ties, our 
haitnony, by the cultivation and extension of 
our domestic commerce ? How can we better 
do it than by an interchange of our various com 
modities and productions between the remote 
extremities of this extended Union? 
It seems 


to me that this is an exceedingly desirable ob 
ject. It seems to me as desirable to cultivate 
the relations of amity and peace, and mutual in- 
terest and mutual dependence,among ourselves, 
AS to enlarge foreign commerce, for the sake of 
keeping the peace of the world. 


But the Senator says the act of ltf4'J Tias 


struck down one-half of the foreign commerce 
of the country. 
Where is the evidence ot this? 


Fiorn what quarter do we hear any complaint 
upon the subject? From our importing mer- 
chants? Fiom our shipping inteiesis ? From 
our extensive mercantile houses? Not one of 
these. If hall the commerce of the country his 
been lost, surely we should hear something about 
it from those most interested in its preservation. 
Sn far from that, we hear of directly the reverse. 
We hem of renewed enterprise in trade with 
other countries—of new ships being built—of 
improving freights—of great activity in com- 
mercial pursuits. I am*ware that a memorial 
was presented to the Senate, some days ago, 
from a number of importers of hardware, and 
iron manufactures, in the city of New York, 
representing that the rate of duty upon the ar- 
ticles in which they deal is very high, and com- 
plaining of a falling off in their business. This 
may, perhaps, be true. That their profits have 
greatly declined, I do not doubt. 
Whether the 


country has suffered, or will suffer, from that 
cause, remains to be seen. An honorable mem- 
ber of the other House (Mr Irving of Pennsyl- 
vania) has since then forwarded a copy of that 
memorial to New Yurk, and also to Philadel- 
phia, and has received replies, for the use of 
which 1 am greatly indebted to him. 
From 


New York, he has received a counter memo- 
rial much more numerously signed, and by 
highly respectable persona, which 1 will read. 
It is in these words: 


" Your memorialists, merchants and others, 


of the city, county, and State, of New York, re- 
upectfully represent, that having been several 
years engaged in business in this city, and hav- 
jfig had abundant opportunity to observe the 
relative advantages of the present tariff", as pass- 
ed by the last Congress, do fully and decidedly 
testify to the great advantages the people an a 
whole are reaping from its effects. 
TOP mar- 


ket has arisen from its depression—manufactur- 
ers are being employed. 
A decided preference 


is being given to American goods, many of 
which are cheapei and better than the foreign 
..goods formerly sold here, and a healthy state of 
feeling is prevalent. Tkat the opposers to our 
tariff are chiefly foreigners, importers, and the 
like, and with whom patriotism and the gener-al 
^roodof our country we apparently lost sight of 
by peaaonol interests. 


" Your memorialists ardently pray that the 


tarift may be permitted to remain as it now 
stands, and that this community may not be 
Hubject to the disappointment and derangement 
uf business consequent or. such a change." 


The memorial, it will bp observed, docs not 


say any thing in regard to particular articles!, as 
do<-8 that to which it is a reply, but speaks m 
general of the operations ofthe act. The signa- 
tures to it were obtained, as I learn, in one or 
two streets, in a space of two hours, and there 
was no time or opportunity to entei into details 
But the memorial from Philadelphia, is more 
specific, showing most conclusively the fallacy 
of the statements in that to which I first alluded 
a'rid especially in regard to the effect of the net 
ot 1842 upon the prices of the articl'-s mined— 
It is evident, from thesp papers, that the profit 
upon the importation of these articles has hilh- 
«rto been very hrge. 
Sino.e the act, thesp pro- 


fits have been very greatly reduced, and it is 
little to be wondered at, that complaint should 
now be made by thogp who are affected by such 
reduction. The prices of these articles have 


very much declined. Gentlemen seem tb sup- 
pose that foreign commodities, when imported^ 
are sold at tbe loweat cost aad charges. But 
this is not so. They are sold tor the highest 
pi ice which the importer can obtain for them, 
and that price is regulated by the supply of the 
aiticle in the market, and the demand which ex- 
ists for it. Profits, and often enormous profile, 
are made. The memorials which I have refer- 
red to, show that the reduction in price has been 
chiefly effected by the diminution ot these pro- 
tits. 


[Mr. Woodbury asked if the signers to the 


memorials were not employed in the sale of the 
American articles,- as commission merchants, or 
consignees.] 


How that ia 1 do not know. 
Probably in 


some instances such is the case ; but that only 
jives credit to their statements, because it shows 
Lhey have a full knowledge-of--the matter on 
which they speak. The memorial of Hie hard- 
ware dealeis in New York is the only evidence 
of which 1 have any knowledge, to which the 
honorable-Senator could appeal to sustain his 
position, that the act of 1842 had destroyed one- 
:ialf of the commerce of the country. He, said 
to be sure, that the imports last year were only 
Forty millions in value. 
Not so. The amount 


for Jhe year ending September 30,1843, was 
over eighty-eight millions. The Senator proba- 
ily intended to speak only of the amount dutia- 
ble ; but they amounted to forty-eight millions, 
nstead of forty as he supposed. 


[Mr. McDuFFiE. 
Eight millions were re-ex- 


ported, leaving only forty paying duty.Jj 


That is so. Such is the course of business — 


A portion of every year's import is and ever has 
been re-exported. But that does not alter the 
case ; we go by comparison. The total imports, 
last year, were eighty-eight or eighty-nine mil- 
lions, only ten or twelve per cent 
short of a 


fair average ot several years. This falling off 
may in part be accounted for by the decline in 
pi-rees generally^—Our tables -aro--mad£-up- 
values, and not on quantities. 
It we had a ta- 


ble of quantity, who knows how it would com- 
pare with former years ? 
Our imports have 


lately exceeded one hundred millions in value 
annually, and in some years of high prices and 
enormous speculations have gone up toonehugk 
dred and sixty or one hundred and seventy mnw 
lions. Every body knows the consequences.— 
Embarrassment, bankruptcy, and universal dis- 
tress, followed. 


The honorable Senator from New Hampshire, 


(Mr Woodbury,) when he presided over the 
Treasury Department, attributed, in one of his 
annual reports, much of the distress of the coun- 
try to those excessive importations, 
fn the 


present state of affairs it is not desirable—in- 
deed it would be attended with danger—if our im- 
ports should much exceed one hundied millions. 
Any thing much beyond that—possibly one 
hundred and twenty might be borne—should not 
be regarded as a sign ol piusperity, but as a dan- 
gerous stimulant, beyond the ability ot thecoun- 
tty to consuine". 
jThe imports wiironfiemselves 


natumlly increase with our population and abil- 
ity to consume, and beyond that they ought not 
to be expected or desired to increase. 


1 do not know that there ia reason to expect 


any very considerable improvement in the con- 
dition ot the people of Europe .as consumers of 
ourexpotla. It is their ii.iproved capacity to con- 
sume our productions that we are to depend 
upon for an augmentation of our exports, and 
not upon an excessive importation of their pro- 
ductions which we are in some way to pay for. 


It our exports, then, are not likely to be much 


increased, from any improvement in the ability 
of other nations to consume them, there seems to 
me no sufficient reason lo expect an import 
much exceeding one hundred millions annually. 
Any inducement to import more than that will 
be a stimulus to import more than we can well 
pay foi, and must be followed by embarrassment 
and disttess. The honorable Senator, however, 
supposes that this amount may be much increas- 
ed, and would berincreused, if our duties upon 
imports wele less. 
High duties, he argues, pre- 


vent impoits. Our pastexperiencedoes notcon- 
firni tins position. The report ot the Secretary 
of the Tteasury, submitted at the commence- 
ment of this session, contains a table of imports 
in each year, running back lo 1621, divided into 
several periods, separated from each other by al- 
ternations in the rule of duties. 
From that table 


it appears lhal the amount of dutiable imports 
from 1821 to I824,inclusive!y, was $264,960,000, 
being an average of sixty-six millions annually. 
The average rate of duty during lhal term was 
about thirty-four per cent., yielding atevenueof 
over ninety millions. Since that time our pop- 
ulation h«s nearly doubled, having increased 
about eighty per cent, adding as manji more to 
the consumers of foreign productions. Can it be 
doubted, then, that we are now able to import an 
equal amount, under nearly an equal rate of du- 
ty, and yielding sufficient revenue? 
But that 


is not the point I am now consideiing. 
I am 


examining the question, whether an increase ol 
duties tends to the destruction of commerce or 
not. 
In 1824 a new tariff act was passed, in- 


creasing duties to an average of thirty-ei^ht per 
cent.; and, in the four years next following, the 
impoits ot dutiable goods amounted tof 301,550,- 
000, being an average of over seventy-five mil- 
lions a yenr. Thus, notwithstanding the en- 
hanced duties, there was a considerable incieasc 
of imports. 


Then came another change in the tariff, and 


duties were increased to average about forty-one 
per cent., and the amount of imports for the four 
following years was $297,3;50,000, an average of 
$74, 330,000—very nearly the average of the- 
preccding period. Then comes a period of nine 
years, Jd33 to 1641 inclusive, during which the 
average rale ol duly was about thirty one per 
cent, beinjj a considerable reductiiw fromtbatof 
the preceeding period. 
Did the imports increase 


in consequence of this reduction, or did they in- 
crease at all from any cause ? Population had 
increased, and it will be recollected, also, that 
durinir this period, imports were rnueh enlarged 
by exlravagsml speculalions—hy a redundant 
currency, arid hy vast loans contracted abroad, 
much of whi«h came to us in foreign manufac- 
ures. 


The aggregate of dutiable imports for this pe- 


riod was six hundred and thirty-one millions, 
giving an average ot only seventy-one millions 
annually against seventy-four millions, when 
duties were twi per cent higher. It the im- 
ports of 1835, 1836, and 1837, 
h«d not for the 


ciiuses stated, been swelled far beyond the natu- 
ral wants of the country, and our capacity to 
buy,the average would have sunk down to near- 
ly sixty millions. Then comes the year 1842, 
when the average rate of duty was about twen- 
ty-three per cent., quite low enough, 1 am sure, 
to sutiufy the honorable Senator, and to test his 
theory, that as duties decline, imports inciease. 
The imports ot that year amounted to sixty-nine 
millions, f u l l i n g off two millions from the aver- 
age t>f the proceeding nine years—and le*s by 
five millions than the average of the period 
(1828 to 18.52) when duties were forty-one per 
<:*nl., H rate; nearly double. Consumers, too, had 
increased about to'rty per cent., and still, with 
increased consumers and diminished duties, im- 
ports declined. If there is any inference to be 
drawn from these facts, it certainly is, that the 
honorable Senate's doctrine is not well found- 
ed. 
Our exjierinnne 19 altogether ajningt it.
